was Mrs. Werts' nephew 
and Mrs. 
Worts' dislike 


for Levi is said to have been 
as positive. 


Levi Bevard, the accused murderer 


of his aunt and mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Frances L. Werts. passed his first 
night in the county jail Friday night 
and from all appearances took his in- 
carceration very coolly. The sheriff is 
watching the prisoner very closely and 
the jailer has orders to permit no one 
to see him until further orders are 
issued. 


The man remarked at breakfast Sat- 


urday morning that his quarters are 
rather small for a big man, but as the 
sheriff could not change the size of the 
cells at the jail, Bevard will be com- 
pelled to make himself as comfortable 
as possible in his close quarters. Bev- 
ard is about 6 feet tall. 


There are no new developments in 


the case. The officials believe that the 
right man is under arrest and until 
after the preliminary hearing next 
Tuesday morning, but little will be 
given out for publication. 


Chief 
Sheridan 
stated 
Saturday 


that the actions of Levi Bevard and his 
wife on Thursday morning, when the 
crime was committed, led the chief to 
believe that both had incriminating 
know-ledge of the crime. 
Chief Sheri- 


dan and Mayor Criliy were driving to 
the scene of the tragedy when they 
passed the couple. 
The two turned 


around and overtook Bevard and his 
wife and talked with them about the 


wife. 


When taken before Mayor Criliy Fri- 


day afternoon for arraignment, Bevard 
was in the custody of Chief Sheridan. 
To avoid the crowds on the street, the 
chief took a route along the canal to 
Fourth street and thence to the mayor's 
office. 


As an additional precaution, Officer 


Robert Zergiebel was following close 
on the heels of his chief and was on 
hand in case any violence should be 
attempted. 


It is thought by many that had an 


arrest occurred on the day "oT'tBe 
crime, that an attempt at mob vio- 
lence would have resulted. 
However, 


the excitement has died out somewhat 
and it is not thought that any undue 
excitement will attend the hearing. 


When the automobile containing the 


prisoner and the coroner was driven 
to the side entrance of the county jail, 
it was but a short time until the gate 
was surrounded by an excited crowd, 
who were anxious to know who had 
been arrested and what new develop-' 
ments in the case led to the arrest. 


The reporters as well as the officers 


were beseiged with questions almost 
unanswerable. The scene of the excite- 
ment then changed to the front of the 
newspaper offices, where the first bul- 
letins were awaited. 


There was a general murmur of sat- 


isfaction heard all over the city when 
it was learned that Levi Bevard had 
been arrested.

Mr. Charles Hempste'l, the West 


Main street photographer, by request 
visited the county jail Saturday to 
photograph the prisoner and also Miss 
Eva M. Werts, the important witness 
in the murder case. 


When the artist was ushered into the 


jail by Sheriff Redman he found Miss 
Eva- sitting by a desk writing. The 
little girl pushed her pen and paper 
aside when asked to step forward and 
smilingly denied that she was writing 
to "him." Miss Eva said she was ready 
to be.''shot." The girl appears and 
acts more like a girl of 17 than a child 
of 14 years, but she insists that she is 
only 14. She seemed pleased at having 
her picture taken and was not at all 
shocked to learn that it was intended 
for the newspaper. 


Then Mr. Hempsted stepped into the 


prison proper where he became ac- 
quainted with Levi Bevard. Greetings 
were exchanged and the prisoner seem- 
ed glad of his visit. Rubbing his h%nd 
over his rough face as he stepped in 
front of the camera, Bevard remarked 
that a shave might help the looks of 
the picture.
